The so-called “Old Cemetery” is 
located In a large inclined plot just 
off the church property

roadway which, t-ome miles away, 
connect» with the Lincoln highway. 
The "New 
Cemetery” is located 
towards the south on the Kendall 
road. For the most part interments 
are made in it and hav e been for 
sev eral yeajs, it is said. 
But in the older 
plot lie the re­ 
mains of the first pastor of this 
old congregation, founded in 17S4, 
Rev . John .M. Scott. 
He was the 
greal-grscdsou of a member of the

He was the son of Dav id and 
Mary Kerr. 
Upon th© stone ov er

©rat* forces during 
th© 
battle of 
Farmv llle, "Va. 
He was taken to 
Annapolis, Md„ where he lingered 
until May 3, 1865, when th© end 
came to him.

doubt of the assassination of Abr;u 
ham Lincoln while he lay in a hos­ 
pital. 
He himself went on before 
the martyred President was buried. 
Captain Kerr was horn on Nov . 

He thus wa.s but 24 when 
he paid the supreme sacrifice. His

carv ed upon » his tombstone at the 
top of which had been inscrih*'« i an 
insignia of sword and flag: “Dear 
Samuel nobly gav e hi.» life for his

Asleep in Jesus, blessed 
sleep, from whidi none 'ere wakes 
to weep; a certain and undisturb­ 
ed repose unbroken hy the lash of 
foes.” 
His monument had 
h.'en 
made in Pittsburgh hy \V. \V. Wal­ 
lace. 
Some 22 y*'ars thereafter his fond 
parents, Dav id and .Mary Kerr, both 
born within 86 tiav .s of each other 
III the same year, passed away Just 
141 days apart, also in the same 
year.

The so-called "Old Cemetery" Is 
located in a large inclined plot just

connects with the Lincoln highway. 
The "New 
Cemetery" is located 
towards the south on the Kendall 
road.

old congregation, founded in 17S4, 
Rev. John M Scott.

He may advise cane 
sug«r, sugar of milk, old-fashioned 
brown sugar, sugar made of dex­ 
trose and maltose, or corn syrup.

It Is the experience, of those 
who have tried it that constipated 
infants who have bf en getting cane 
sugar, will be greatly benefited by 
substituting equal parts of cane 
and old fashioned brown sugar.
